Reagan proposal 
Teacher organization labels budget worse yet 


Governor Reagan's Budget, unveiled 
today, would go far toward destroying 
the California State Colleges. It eliminates 
1,300 faculty positions requested by th 
Trustees. It provides no money tor a 
salary increase or improvement in fringe

benetits. No money at all is allotted for 
spital outlay purposes from the General 
Fund. The Economic Opportunity 
Program request was slashed from $4.1 
million to $1.1 million. Three million

Ihe Trustees requested a $369,300,000 
support budget Reagan proposes 
$315,900,000. Reagan's budget is only 
$5.3 million (1.7%) higher than this 
year’s budget. Yet the Stat Colleges arc

time students. The growth of enrollment 
plus higher costs would necessitate at 
least $50 million additional funding 
Millions more are desperately needed to 
restore programs earlier cut by the 
Governor and to make long overdue 
improvements 

Reagan's budget of $315,900,000 for 
the projected enrollment of 224,560 
represents a per student cost of $1,407 
This is 8.3 percent below this vears ~ost 
per student figure of $1,534. Correcting 
for inflation, the cut in State support per 
student is 13 percent 


FACULTY STAFFING 


Reagan's decision to slash $16 millior 


reduce the classroom to a storage room 
for empty chairs and unused desks. 
Additionally, there is serious doubt if 
additional classrooms will be built this 
year. The Governor's budget calls for an 
elimination of nine million for capital 
outlay (general fund monies used for 
construction) as compared to a 150 
million average the past few years 

The effects of these severe budget cuts 
will be felt not only by the students 
currently enrolled, but will have a 
disastrous effect on higher education 
building construction over the following 
years. Plans for libraries, classroom 
buildings, and other needed construction 
projects which should be in the planning 
stage now are being neglected. For 
Sacramento State Coilege this means that 
after the completion of the Psychology 
Building the prospect for any additional 
instructional buildings is quite slim for 
the next two to three years 

Currently we are being asked to take 
additional students and this trend will 
continue if the need for higher education 
keep increasing. The Governor has 
insisted that a greater utilization of 
classrooms be realized with a total 
disregard for the fact that along with 
greater utilization come additional costs 
in faculty salaries, maintenance, utilities, 
administration, and supervision. Where 
are the additional funds for these 
additional] costs? Certainly not in the 
meager eight million increase allocated to 
State Colleges for this coming fiscal 
year. How do the needs of the students 
fare when confronted with these severe 
budget cuts’ 

Understandably, the period ahead looks 
rough. However, we ‘do have one hope 
left. Write your State Senator and your 
State Assemblyman. Let him know you 
desire an adequate educational program 
where you can grow and develop 
intellectually. We must not let one man 
destroy what so many have done to build 
one of the most advanced educational 
systems in this nation

Mastering the Draft

Hearings on extending the draft began recently in Washington and this 
reporter was present. A serious effort is being g made by some 
Congressmen to eliminate the draft when the present draft law expires 
next July |. As the debate begins, the publicity in favor of a volunteer 
army may lull you into complacency. What follows are this reporter's 
notes from the beginning of the hearings. Form your own conclusions 
and plan accordingly 

Senator Stennis began the hearings before his committee by 
announcing his views before suffering a single witness. “I do not oppose 
the volunteer army concept as an ideal,” he confessed, perhaps for the 
sake of those youthful idealists who had crowded the chamber an hour 
before the hearings began. “But the voluntary objective is to me a flight 
from reality ... 1 don’t want to play up the volunteer army concept to 
the point where we fool the American people and fail to pass a 
meaningful draft law.” 

After this prologue, the first witness, Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird, responded with the Administration's position: “What you are 
considering today, Mr. Chairman, is a legislative proposal of the highest 
importance. People not arms or equipment, not buildings or 
computers, not any of the hardware requirements of defense are the 
priceless vital asset of our national defenses.” 

And people not arms or equipment. were, indeed, the object of the 
Administration's legislative proposal. Known formally as Senate Bill 
427, that proposal would extend until July 1, 1973 the power to draft 
“the priceless vital asset of our national defenses’’~ you 

Assuming a two-year extension of the draft, Stennis asked whether 
Laird could agree to an annual ceiling of 150,000 draftees. Such a 
ceiling is part of Senator Kennedy's new draft reform bill 

Laird squirmed evasively beneath the floodlights. “Well, if we can get 
a fifty percent increase for first-term enlistees, then, I believe draft calls 
in 1972 will be lower than 1971, which will be lo than 1970 
{163,500 draftees}. But there are so many variables, like the 
inflationary spiral, that | can't commit myself to any statutory ceiling.” 

“It seems to me,” Stennis lamented sardonically, “you are not even 
committed to venture a 150,000 ceiling for even the second year of the 
new draft law Assume you do get all the benefits you're asking for 
a no-draft army, would you then be willing to agree to 4 statutory 
ceiling of 150,000 or even 163,500”” 

Now Laird stopped squirming. At last Stennis’ question had been 
based upon a hypothetical assumption, so Laird’s answer need be no 
more valid than Stennis’ assumption: “Why yes,” Laird stated 
unequivocally, “if we get all the benefits, we can meet a ceiling in 
calendar year 1972." (Not that Congress will ever pass the ceiling 
proposed by Kennedy.) 

Among the benefits to volunteerism sought by the Administration are 
those which may result from barracks improvement, enhanced 
recruitment, increased ROTC enrollment, and combat bonus pay. Of 
course the prime inducement for volunteerism will supposedly come 
from $908 million in military pay increases (effective in fiscal year 
1972). The rate of basic pay for first-term enlistees may be increased by 
fifty percent from $134.40 per month to $201.90 per month 

This paltry pay increase caused Senator Goldwater 
disappointment: “We don't pay the man who sticks his head out befor 
the enemy with an M-16 as much as we pay hired domestics in this 
country. A fifty percent increase is not enough at lower ranks. We must 
do more. The Romans are supposed to have paid their soldiers the 
equivalent of $10,000 in our 1946 money'’ 

Following Secretary Laird’s testimony, Senator Stennis eulogized. “If

we're going into the marketplace to get an army, we'll get some good 
men, but we'll get a good many who'll make no more than a paper 
army. We'll get too high a proportion of dropouts, or ne‘er-do-wells, or 
whatever 

“We're putting the money on the wrong horses the men at the lowest 
ranks with only two years of service. Too many of these men will wash 
yut when we try to buy an army. We ought to put the money where th 
higher ranks are, the corporals, and the sargeants, These are the 
second-termers, the proven ones 

“This volunteer service will lose the basic spirit of the moder 


American army, provided by the civilian who comes in to serve his 


country and comes out a better man for it. We're abandoning the basic 


instinctual spirit, the backbone of our army, by putting the emphasis 
on money 
‘As an ideal | would support the volunteer concept, but as a 


practical matter it won't work out Let's be realistic and extend this 
draft thing for four years and see what you can do with volunteer 
incentives. Just to extend this draft for two years is unpractical 

‘The army's at the bottom of the ladder of volunteerism and the 
voluntary concept will destroy the army. We've got a war goin’ on. And 
I'm goin’ to fight this voluntary concept as long as | can.”

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Gallagher’s decision sets precedent 


In a precedent-setting decision, 

Judge Wiiliam Gallagher granted 
recognition to the Society for 
Homosexual Freedom for which 
the ASSSC had filed suit. The text 
of Judge Gallagher's opinion 
follows for those interested in 
exploring the rationale of the 
court's decision. 


Petitioner, Associated Students 
of Sacramento State College, 
seeks a Writ of Mandate ordering 
the respondent, Sacramento State 
College, to grant afficial 
recognition to an organizanfion 
known as the Sacramento State 
College Society for Homosexual 
Freedom which is composed of a 
group of students, both 


homosexual and heterosexual, 
male and female, whose purpose 
is, as set forth in their 
constitution 

“To further self-understanding 


among the members, to promote 
in the community better 
understanding of homosexuality, 
and to facilitate a strengthening of 
social ties between homosexuals 
and heterosexuals to 
provide members with legal, 
medical and psychological 
counseling and services as is 
necessary and proper.’’ 
Respondent has refused to grant 
said recognition albeit said group 
has complied with every existing 
regulation that governs 
recognition of all on campus 
organizations.

During Reagan's 4 years in office, he has 
repeatedly slashed the capital outlay 
budget for the State Colleges This year 
the Trustees requested $157 milion 
Reagan's budget does not contain a single 
doliar for capital outlay from the General 
Fund. All the State Colleges are offered is 
$49.3 million but this entire amount is 
from previous bond issues, 1.¢., It is not 
new money. This means that no new 
campuses will be established and very few 
buildings will be constructed on existing 
campuses during the next several years 
despite an anticipated 10 percent annual 
increase in the number of qualified 
students secking admission to the State 
Colleges.

CONCLUSION 


The only interpretation one can make of 
Reagan's budget for the State Colleges 
(and: the University) is that he fully 
intends to destroy public higher 
education in California.

Recognition of the petitioner 
club is not prohibited by any state 
law or even by the rules ard 
regulations of the state college 
system. In fact, it appears that 
San Diego State College has 
extended recognition to a similar 
organization. The fears of the 
college, in a capsule, seem to be 
that recognition ‘‘might 
conceivably seem to endorse or 
promote homosexual behavior” or 
“draw homosexuals to our 
campus”. However, in reply to 
this concern, it is without 
chailenge that recognition of any 
club on the campus in no way 
implies endorsement by the 
college. Insofar as attracting 
homosexuals to the campus 
through associate memberships, it 
is clear from the evidence that the 
ASSSC and the college have the 
power to regulate associate 
membership, if any, at any time in 
the future should a problem 
present itself 

As stated by counsel for the 
petitioner, the college campus has 
long been recognized as the center 
of communication for unpopular 
and controversial ideas, and for 
this reason, speech on the campus 
should not be curtailed merely 


because it might offend some and 
disgust others. In the absence of 
evidence of the threatened 
violations of the law of a clear and 
present danger that recognition 
would bring about substantial 
evils this Court must conclude 
that the college’s denial of 
recognition of the petitioner 
organization was arbitrary and an 
unconstitutional application of its 
authority. As a word of caution, 
however, it goes without saying 
that in granting recognition to this 
club as with all other clubs, 
violations of the law can be 
prosecuted and grounds for 
reconsideration of recognition 

This Court does thereby grant 
petitioner's request and does 
hereby issue its Peremptory Writ 
of Mandate commanding 
respondents to reconsider 
petitioner's application for 
recognition as a regular student 
organization at Sacramento State 
College in light of the foregoing
